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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's reply filed 6 January 2009 has been fully considered. Claims 1, 5 
and 7-8 are pending; claim 1 is amended, claims 5 and 7 are previously presented 
and claim 8 is new. 

The objection to claim 1 for minor formalities is withdrawn as a result of 
Applicant's amendment to the claim. 

The 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, rejection of claims 1, 5 and 7 is 
withdrawn as a result of Applicant's amendment to claim 1 . 

The 35 U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claim 1 as anticipated by Langdon et al. (US 
4,086,279) is withdrawn as a result of Applicant's amendment to claim 1 . 

The 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claim 7 as unpatentable over Langdon et al. in 
view of Williams et al. (US 6,165,970) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's arguments and 
as a result of Applicant's amendment to claim 1. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
the crosslinked product, the closest prior art of Willems et al. (US 3,523,797) teaches 
light-sensitive silver halide emulsions comprising a similar cross-linked reaction product 
between bis-epoxides (col 3 In 2-8), i.e. 1,2-bis(2,3-epoxypropoxy)-ethane (col 3 In 3-4), 
and N-alkyl-dialkanolamines (col 3 In 13-18) i.e. triethanolamine (col 3 In 16) (see also 
Table I, examples 10-11). However, Willems et al. neither teaches nor suggests the 
inclusion of such a compound in/with a detergent. It is noted that "[Cjlear reliance on the 
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preamble during prosecution to distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art 
transforms the preamble into a claim limitation because such reliance indicates use of 
the preamble to define, in part, the claimed invention..." (see Catalina Mktg. Int'l v. 
Coolsavings.com, Inc., 289 F.3d at 808-09, 62 USPQ2d at 1785; see also Poly-America 
LP v. GSE Lining Tech. Inc., 383 F.3d 1303, 1310, 72 USPQ2d 1685, 1689 (Fed. Cir. 
2004); See MPEP 2111.02). 

Regarding detergents comprising a crosslinked polymer product, the close prior 
art of Boeckh et al. (WO 01/09223 A1 ) teaches formation of a polymer with a polyamine 
backbone obtained by reacting an amine, i.e. diethanolamine, with a crosslinker, i.e. 
bisglycidylether of ethylene glycol or bisglycidylether of polyethylene glycol (page 8 Ins 
17-40), however the backbone is further alkoxylated, made anionic and optionally 
quaternized (page 8 In 39-43) in other words the backbone is an intermediate. Boechk 
et al. teaches that the final polymers are useful in detergent compositions that comprise 
a surfactant system, to provide enhanced hydropholic soil removal (page 12 In 10) but 
neither teaches nor suggests the use of the polyamine backbone by itself without further 
processing.
